Poor Arcuiz McoNEIELL ! 


prize-fight for the Sportsman ended at 8 a.m. on | 


Friday, January the Sixth, when his dead body 
was found on the sands to the west of the pier at 
Boulogne-sur-Mer. But the mystery of how 
he came by his death remains unfathomed. Mr. 
Archibald McNiell, whose natural kind-hearted- 
ness had won for him hosts of friends in the 
ranks of London journalists, had been miss- 


ing since the Twentieth of December; and his | 


absence threw a gloom over many a circle beyond 
his own in Camden Town, where I found his 
anxious sister hoping almost against hope 
throughout the patient search by McNiell's 
brothers, and by his stanch and trusty friends, 
Mr. Henry S. Wellcome and Mr. Christie 
Murray. Archibald McNiell was a general 
favourite with London Press-men. His bright 
and cheery manners, the good-nature which 
shone through the sunny paragraphs he wrote 
weekly as ** The Looker-On”’ of the Sportsman, 
and the constant encouragement he delighted to 
offer hard-working comrades in the wearisome 
mill-round of Fleet-street, made his company 
ever welcome. I fancy McNiell had an implicit 
belief (due, perhaps, to his Highland origin) in 
the weird and spiritual side of life. He grimly 
kept a skull on the mantelpiece of his writing- 
room at home. Whenever he touched, as he 
frequently did as ‘‘ Lorgnette,’’ on the deaths of 
friends who had * gone before," he always did 
so with a melancholy kind of sympathy in his 
last tributes. It is a strange, uncanny fact that 
he seemed to foresee he would not come back 


alive from that ill-fated journey to Rouen. Not 
that he shirked the duty! But he undoubtedly 


entertained a strong presentiment of what was 
going to happen. With the sorrow of Archibald 


| 


on the threshold of what promised to be a 
deservedly brilliant literary career as the novelist 
he aimed to be—it is difficult to analyse with 
coolness the evidence at the Boulogne inquest on 
Saturday last. It may be pointed out, however, 
that when Dr. Fletcher and the French medical 
officer both declared their opinion that the 
wounds found on the head and in the neck were 
caused by violence, the motive being robbery, they, 
presumably, were not aware that the bank-notes 
had been restored in Boulogne by an anonymous 
person (who would hardly have risked his neck 
in this way had he been the murderer), and 
that McNiel's gold watch and turquoise 
ring had been found at home by one of his 
brothers. It is incontestable that McNiell, 
after missing the Boulogne boat on Dec. 20, 
telegraphed from that port the same afternoon 
to his friend, Mr. Alfred Allison, the Editor of 
the Sportsman :— 


Allison, Sportsman, London, from the Maritime Station 
office.—Have missed the boat. In fact, I am afraid my 
head has gone wrong. Jim is coming up to Charing-cross 
by the train at 5.40. He will help me with any work. I 
will take night boat. Meet me at Cannon-street. 


The theory that Mr. McNiell may, after all, have 
strolled on the jetty, and therefrom have fallen into 
the water, being stunned and injured by the stones 
he fell on, is certainly- feasible, as stated by 
“ Inquirer"' in the Daily News of Tuesday. But 
Time alone can solve the mystery of how his gene- 
rally-deplored death at Boulogne was occasioned. 
I will only add that the great estimation in which 
he was held, and the affectionate regard enter- 
tained for poor ** Mac," found eloquent proof in 
ihe large and influential groups of journalists 
that gathered at Charing-cross Terminus last 
Monday morning to pay the last tribute of 
respect to their mourned-for friend upon the 
arrival of the body from Boulogne, on the way 
to Keyhill Cemetery, Birmingham. May he rest 
in peace!

Murder or accident? Mr. Godfrey Lushing- 
ton's Home Office reply to Mr. Hector McNeill's 
telegram gave assurance that our Government 
will bestir itself to trace the cause of Mr. Archi- 
bald McNiell’s death. ‘The Boulogne authorities 
have been roused from their lethargy. Witness 
the arrest of Verniesch, poor ‘‘ Mac’s’’ com- 
panion at the Café Fourny, and the subsequent 
doings. If Murder has been committed—and 
the friends of the deceased on the spot join with 
the doctors in thinking he was murdered— 
it is to be hoped the murderer will soon be 
brought to justice.

THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 

On the reassembling of the Paris Chamber of 
Deputies last Tuesday M. Pierre Blanc, the 
senior member acting as President, delivered an 
address expressing the hope thatthe Session now 
opening would be more fruitful in legislative 
results than that of last year.

Monday being the anniversary of the death of 
King Victor Emanuel, the King and Queen of 
Italy and the other members of the Royal family 
visited the tomb of the deceased monarch in the 
Pantheon at Rome. After their Majesties had 
left, a populer manifestation of an imposing kind 
took place. 

RECEPTION OF BRITISH PILGRIMS BY THE POPE. 

The Pope on Tuesday received the British 
pilgrims, who were presented to his Holiness by 
the Duke of Norfolk. The reception was held in 
the Sala Ducale of the Vatican. The Pope, who 
replied in French, expressed himself deeply 
sensible of such proofs of attachment from the 
British Catholics, for whom he entertained a very 
special affection. 

ITALY AND ABYSSINIA. 

Active preparations are going on at Massowah 
for a war with the Abyssinians. Three new- 
armoured forts are in course of construction, and 
two Italian brigades have taken up positions near 
the advanced posts. The head-quarters of the 
Italian general in command are now to be 
transferred nearer the front. 


MR. BLUNT IMPRISONED. 


Judge Henn, at Portumna, on Saturday, con- 
firmed the decision of the Magistrates sentencing 
Mr. Wilfrid Blunt to two months' imprisonment. 
Mr. Blunt was then driven in a carriage, accom- 
panied by Lady Anne Blunt and County 
Inspector O'Brien, to Woodlawn, en route to 
Galway. On the arrival of the train cheers 
were raised by an immense crowd of people for 
Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Blunt, and the Irish leaders.

TIMOTHY HARRINGTON, M.P., 
secretary of the Irish National League, was tried 
under the Crimes Act, at Tralee, on Monday, for 
publishing reports of suppressed branches of the 
League. He was sentenced to six weeks’ im- 
prisonment, but an appeal was granted, pending 
which the defendant was liberated on bail. 


A HIGHLAND RISING. 
Intelligence has been received from Stornoway 
to the effect that at daybreak on Monday a 
thousand Highlanders marched upon a large 
sheep farm in the island of Lewis, and drove off 
all the stock. Soldiers, marines, and police were 
on the spot, and the Riot Act was read, but the 
raiders refused to disperse. Several conflicts 
occurred, and the Procurator-Fiscal, the officer in 
command of the Royal Scots, and some of the 
police were severely wounded. Eleven arrests 
have been made, and great excitement prevails in 
the island.

We learnt from San Remo that on Sunday last 
the Crown Prince of Germany (who commands 
the cordial sympathy of the best of Frenchmen) 
drove out in an open carriage with his nephew, 
the Hereditary Grand Duke of Baden, for an 
hour, and walked a good part of the way back.

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THE POPES JUBILEE. 


Sunday, the First of January, was a date of 
historic importance in Rome. The grand Com- 
memoration on that day of the Jubilee of the 
Pope's ordination was of particular interest to 
Great Britain by reason of the Queen's cordial 
felicitations of his Holiness on the occasion, and 
by the Duke of Norfolk's presentation on her 
Majesty's behalf of a series of Jubilee gifts. 

The career of the beneficent and venerable 
occupant of the Pope's Chair was traced concisely 
in our last Number underneath the portrait of 
Leo XIII.; and we shall in a future Number 
publish a few more Engravings illustrative of the 
Roman life ofthe august Head of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. Meantime, we present an Engraving 
of an imposing feature of the solemn Jubilee 
Mass in St. Peter’s on New Year’s Day—his 
Holiness being borne in the gestatorial chair on 
the shoulders of the sediari, and surrounded by 
the Cardinals. The ceremony was fatiguing, the 
Pope fainting twice. The time occupied by his 
Holiness in celebrating Mass was twenty-eight 
minutes. After the celebration the Pope gave 
the benediction urbi et orbi, and, reascending the 
gestatorial chair, went completely round the 
altar and thence to the Cappella del Sacramento, 
where he made his thanksgiving. His Holiness 
wore the triple crown which was presented to 
him by the Emperor William. 


REMOVAL OF THE REMAIN 
OF NAPOLEON III. AND THE 
PRINCE IMPERIAL, 


We present on our front page a few Sketches 
of the impressive ceremony that took place on 
Monday last. The remains of the Emperor 
Napoleon III. and of his son the Prince Imperial 
were removed from the Roman Catholic chapel of 
St. Mary, Chiselhurst, where they have rested, 
the one for fifteen and the other for nearly nine 
years, to the new mausoleum which has been 
erected by the Empress Eugénie for their recep- 
tion at Farnborough. 

There was an early celebration of Mass by 
Monsignor Goddard, the parish priest of St. Mary 
aud tutor to the Prince Imperial, and about 
cleven o'clock the coffins were placed upon two 
gun-carriages, brought from Woolwich by a 
detachment of the Royal Artillery. ` M. Pietri 
brought with him two large wreaths from the 
Empress, one of which he laid at the foot of the 
Emperor's coffin, while the other he placed on 
ihe Prince Imperial’s coffin. The Prince’s 
wreath was all white, and the Emperor’s con- 
sisted of rosebuds and violets. Miss Plowden, 
of Chiselhurst, sent two bouquets of violets, 
which were laid on the two coffins. Some 
unknown person also sent a magnificent 
wreath for the Prince Imperial’s coffin. Chisel- 
hurst railway-station was reached at half-past 
cleven, and the coffins were at once transferred 
to the carriage, which was drawn up on a siding 
close to the road. When the coffins had been 
placed in the railway carriage, and the candles 
had been lighted, the doors were closed to all but 
Monsignor Goddard, who proceeded to read the 
prayers for the dead, and remained with the 
dead throughout the journey. The train left 
for Farnborough at 11.40, stopping at Waterloo 
to receive several wreaths and crosses. 

The mausoleum in which the bodies of the 
Emperor and his son will henceforward rest is a 
stately and splendid structure, standing but a 
short distance from  Farnborough-hill the 
Empress's residence. It is built of freestone, in 
theFrench Renaissance style of architecture, and 
is surmounted by an elaborately ornamented 
cupola, which forms a conspicuous object in the 
landscape for miles round. The interior forms a 
very admirable and harmonious composition, M. 
Letailleur, the architect, having displayed great 
taste in the design. Delicately-wrought pillars 
support the groined and arched roof, which has a 
height of over fifty feet, and looks still more lofty. 
‘The altar, which is of the purest white marble, 
faces a beautiful stained-glass rose-window. In 
the crypt below, where the bodies rest, another 
white marble altar, surmounted by a silver 
crucifix, stands at the eastern end, and on either 
side are the sarcophagi in which the bodies of the 
Emperor and his son are deposited.

, Another morning came, and we found to our great 
joy that the snow had ceased. We looked eagerly 
around to see if there were any signs of the ship. 
Nothing could be seen of her. Far away on one 
side rose a peak, which looked like the place where 
we had landed. Judging from the wind, which we 
still supposed to be southerly, the peak lay toward 
the north-east ; in which case we had been carried 
steadily, in spite of all our efforts, towards the 
south. About a mile on one side of us the ice began, 
and extended far away ; while on the other side, at 
the distance of some ten miles, there was another 
We seemed to have been carried in a 
south-westerly direction along a broad strait that 
ran into vast ice-fields.

then awoke benumbed with cold; then took to the 
oars till we were weary: then fell, asleep again, to 
be again awakened by the cold and aguin to pull 
at the oars. So the night passed, and another 
day came. 

The snow still held off, but the sky was overcast 
with dark, leaden - coloured clouds, and looked 
threatening. Ice was all around us as before, and 
the open water had diminished now from ten miles 
to five miles of width. The ice on one side was 
low, but on the opposite side it arose to the height of 
one hundred feet. We saw here, as we watched the 
shore, that the current which had already borne us 
thus far was now stronger than ever, and was carry- 
ing us along at a rate which made all efforts of ours 
against it utterly useless.

Night came, and in the skies overhead there arose 
à brilliant display of the Aurora Australis, while 
toward the north the volcanic fires glowed with 
Intense lustre. That night we slept. On awaking 
We noticed a change in the scene. ‘lhe shores, 
though stil black and forbidding, were no longer 
precipitous, but sloped down gradually to the water ; 
the climate was sensibly milder, and far away before 
us there arose a line of giant mountains, whose sum- 
mits were covered with ice and snow that gleamed 
White and purple in the rays of the sun.

| JEWS’ OLD CLOTHES MART. 


_In that busy City business street, Houndsditch, 
directly opposite St. Mary Axe, is the entrance 
to a court named “ Phil's-buildings.” Here, 
from four to five o'clock daily in the afternoon, 
may be witnessed a curious scene of bustle and 
"petty traffic, collecting together several hundred 
dealers in cast-off articles of clothing, who have 
gone bm; morning rounds, as we meet them all 
Over London, picking up whatever they can hope

The court is a place not of wretched aspect, 
but flanked by decently-built houses, one or two 
9f which are occupied by persons im the trade, 
Whose open doors allow piles of second-hand 
apparel to be seen in the passages and rooms, with 
desks or tables for the receipt of custom. Other 
Premises seem to be let as lodgings, and there are 
no signs of disorder or squalid misery. At the 
Upper end rises a lofty gateway, bearing a 
‘twofold inscription, which first advertises the 
entrance to a public-house bearing a highly- 
distinguished title — not * The Methuselah 
Arms,” but the name and “arms” of a venerable 
vewish patriarch in the City of London—and 
Which further announces that it is the portal to 
the “Clothes Mart and Exchange.” 
, Having paid the admission fee of one penny, 
At the barrier placed across the steps leading up to 
Phil’s-buildings, the visitor may pass through the 
iron gates beyond, and find himself in the queer 
Pace and company shown in our Illustration. 
To the left is the public-house, which seems to be 
Quietly and properly conducted, and which (good 
example to other hostelries) supplies not only 
beer and strong drink, but tea and coffee, and a 
Variety of cheap eatables, for the refreshment of 
e Weary people who have trudged through many 
‘Miles of streets, with heavy loads, since the hour 
when they ought to have had their breakfast.

THE CORK TRAGEDY. 


Surcron-Masor Purrrpe Cross was executed in 
Cork Jail on Tuesday morning for having poisoned 
his wife, Mary Lawson Cross, on June 2 last. 
The circumstances leading up to this payment of 
the last penalty of the law were painful in the 
extreme, and the story of Dr. Cross’s crime was 
one of the most heartless character. ‘The 
criminal was no ordinary man. Of fine martial 
bearing, rather handsomely - cut features, and 
a bold. fearless countenance, he had oiten 
evoked admiration as he rode through the streets 
of Cork with the hounds on the way to the 
county meets. Berry was the hangman; and 
when the bolt was withdrawn, death immediately 
followed the drop. 

Dr. Cross was formany years attached to the 53rd 
Regiment, and served at the Crimea, in Canada, 
and several foreign stations. He does not appear 
to have been at all popular while in the Army, 
but he was nevertheless reckless and brave. He 
was married to the murdered woman, an English 
lady of position, many years ago in London, and 
had a family of boys and girls who are now 
residing at Shandy Hall. The Surgeon-Mijor 
had £5000 by his wife. In 1886, a Miss Skinner, 
a young lady of great personal attractions, left 
the house of a neighbouring lady where she 
acted as governess, and went to live with the 
Cross family in a similar capacity. Then Dr. 
Cross became indifferent to his wife. Miss 
Skinner only remained threemonths. Anintimacy 
had sprung up between Dr. Cross and the 
governess, with the result that they met in Dublin 
and London, travelling together. After the 
intrigue in Dublin Dr. Cross returned to Shandy 
Hall, and there slowly murdered his wife by 
giving her doses of arsenic and strychnine. A 
few days after the funeral he left for London, 
married Miss Skinner, who a few days ago gaye 
birth to a child by Dr. Cross. It is a curious 
coincidence that Dr. Cross married the wife whom 
he poisoned, and the woman for whom he com- 
mitted the crime, in the same church—namely, 
St. James’s, Piccadilly, on the same day of the 
month, the 17th, and he was found guilty of the 
murder on Dec. 17. š 


THE CITY FORGERY CASE. 


A case which has attracted considerable 
attention in City circles was disposed of at the 
Old Bailey on Monday. John Clarricoats, who 
had been tor thirty-four years in the employ of 
Messrs. Copestake, Lindsay, Crampton, and Co., 
Bow-churchyard, pleaded guilty to forging bills 
of exchange. It appears that bills to the extent 
of £16,500 had been forged. The Recorder 
passed sentence of seven years’ penal servitude. 


A RAILWAY CANARD. 


The Police believe there is no foundation for the 
statement that Mr. R. C. Loader, of Muswell- 
hill, was drugged and robbed of a large sum of 
money when travelling on the Great Northern 
Railway between Moorgate-street and Holloway 
on Jan 5. 

A DESPERATE FORGER. 


A young man, who refused to give his name, 
was charged at the Bow-street Police-Court last 
Saturday with presenting a forged cheque and 
with attempting to shoot a detective inspector. 
Evidence was given that a portmanteau contain- 
ing a cheque for £44, drawn by Karl Compton, 
was stolen, and that the prisoner presented the 
cheque at Messrs. Drummond’s Bank, but that 
payment was refused in default of endorsement. 
The prisoner returned to the bank with the 
cheque endorsed, and was then given into 
custody. Shortly afterwards he pulled out a 
revolver, pointed it at Inspector I ansdown, said, 
“ Let me go, or you are a dead man,” and then 
fired at the detective, but the hammer went 
down on the only barrel which was unloaded, 
The prisoner was remanded. 


A SAD LONDON STORY. 

A painful story was related to Mr. Bridge at 
the Bow-street Police-Court last Saturday, upon 
Mary Wilson, aged fifty-eight, being charged 
with attempting to commit suicide. It appeared 
that a gentleman had left a considerable sum of 
money to a son of the accused, that the son had 
died without making a will, and that the money 
was in consequence forfeited to the Crown, who, 
however, allowed the prisoner £25 per annum. 
In a fit of desperation she had attempted to 
destroy herself, ind she was now remanded that 
a petition might be sent to the Treasury.

In 
thelong winter nights the wrens manage to keep 
alive by huddling close together, in bunches of 
from four or five to a dozen or more, on sheltered 
boughs and in old nests and holes; presenting to 
the eye nothing but a shapeless mass of downy 
feathers. But not all the wrens can keep their 
spark of life alight; for, alas! after a severe 
season we find many a frozen bunch of them.

ON A DESERT ISLAND. 


A story of adventures upon a desert 
island is related by two survivors of 
the schooner General Siegel, who have 
arrived at Honolulu. The men state 
that the General Siegel left Honolulu 
on Sept. 1, 1886, for French Frigate 
Shoals, on a shark- -fishing expedition. 
Her crew was composed of Captain 
Aberdine, Adolph Jorgen, the mate, 
the two men already mentioned, Peter 
Larkin, Peter Brown, Martin Neilson, 
and Charles Clemens. On Sept. 23 
they arrived off Medway Island. On 
the night of Sept. 26 the vessel was 
riding at anchor off this island, the 
whole of the crew being camped on 
shore. Towards midnight a gale of 
wind arose. ‘The vessel drifted ashore 
and became a wreck. 

The crew thus found themselves cast 
upon a desolate island in mid-ocean, 
their only means of sustenance being 
sea-birds and their eggs, and fish. 
About ten days afterwards a painful 
accident happened to Peter Larkin. 
While engaged in killing fish with 
giant powder, one of his hands was 
blown off. He died from his injuries 
in a few days. After this, a feud 
appears to have arisen between the 
mate Jorgen and the others. William 
Timpe, one of the survivors, says that 
while he was alone in the hut, Jorgen 
crept behind him and tried to ‘strangle 
him with a rope. The lad called for 
help, when the mate desisted from the 
attempt. While the captain and 
Brown were after eggs, Jorgen 
murdered them. When the others 
heard of this they taxed Jorgen with 
it, but he said the two had committed 
suicide. 

Olsen and Timpe then resolved to 
leave the island. They accordingly 
destroyed the ship’s boat, and then 
sailed away on June 28 in a scow and 
left the mate alone. They headed for 
Marshal Island, which they reached 
^ a voyage lasting two months and 
a half.
